He continued to be the 
judge, austere, magisterial, far 
above the realm of politics and its 
dross, He ducked everything sa- 
voring of controversy and was the 
acme of self-confidence and po- 
litical ignorance. On one matter, 
however, he was adamant. He in- 
sisted on touring the country. On 


retired believing himself the next 
president of the United States. A 
little after midnight a newspaper- 
man called at his house to tell 
him that California was in doubt. 

“The president cannot be dis- 
turbed,” announced young Charles 
Hughes Jr. 


The newspaperman persisted. 

“You will have to come back in 
the morning; the president cannot 
be disturbed.” 

“Well, when he wakes up just 
tell him that he isn’t president,” 
the reporter replied. 

Hughes never got over that de- 
feat. At first he could not believe 
that he had been defeated and 
waited several days before send- 
ing the customary telegram of 
congratulations to President Wil- 
son. The telegram was worded in 
such unsportsmanlike language 
that it shocked the country. Sev- 
eral years later he repeated this 
partisanship when Wilson, early in 
1918, appoirited Hughes as special 
federal investigator of the wartime 
aviation industry which the United 
States was heavily subsidizing. 
Wilson had named Hughes with 
the hope of getting an impartial 
and nonpartisan investigation, but 
for months Hughes conducted his 
inquiry in secret, carefully holding 
up his findings until November 1, 
when on the eve of crucial con- 
gressional elections, he made pub- 
lic a report of a most damaging 
nature politically. He charged 
Colonel Deeds, chief government 
representative in the aviation in- 
dustry, with “highly improper con- 
duct” and recommended court- 
martial. In substantiation of his 
accusation, Hughes quoted four 
telegrams exchanged between 
Deeds and former business asso- 
ciates. 

Two months later the War De- 
partment, after investigating 
Hughes’ charges, completely vindi- 
cated Colonel Deeds and disclosed 
the fact that, in publishing four 
telegrams, Hughes suppressed a 
fifth which would have exonerat- 
ed the aviation officer. 

After his defeat for the presi- 
dency, the Hughes trapeze swung 
back to corporate law practice. 
The one-time crusader against big 
business became the darling of 
Wall Street, and his first cas2 was 
in defense of a notorious Tam- 
many graft contract. 

Hughes made money, but at the 
same time he kept his eye on the 
political arena and brought his 
sonorous oratory and preposessing 
appearance into full play on behalf 
of Warren Gamaliel Harding in 
1920, with the result that he was 
appointed secretary of state. As 
such he sat for several years 
alongside Harry M. Daugherty, Al- 
bert B. Fall and Edwin Denby, 
never raising his voice against 
their depredations.

“Nine Honest Men”

Chapter V. 

Not a word did Mr. Roosevelt 
say during the last campaign about 
his plans to change the number of 
justices on the supreme co He 
refused to answer the challenge of 
the opposing candidate who want- 
ed to know if the supreme court 
would be “packed.” But because 
about 28,000,000 persons voted for 
him, Mr. Roosevelt evidently con- 
cluded that they gave him a blan-} 
ket indorsement to do what he 
pleased including all those things 
he had not mentioned his 
speeches, 

The President would be right in 
assuming that the American people 
bestowed on him a general grant 
of leadership, but he cannot by 
any stretch of the imagination as- 
sume justly that they gave him a 
mandate to undermine the strength 
of our judicial system or to im- 
pair ‘the effectiveness of a life 
tenure assured to judges by the 
constitution. } 

What objection, it will be naive- 
ly asked by many, can there be to 
a simple increase in the number of 
justices of the supreme court, es- 
pecially since some are beyond 


There can never be any objec- 
tion to meeting an issue squarely 
and fairly in the American way. If 
life tenure for federal judges -is 
wrong, if 70 or 75 should be the 
compulsory retirement limit. then | 
the American people should have 
an opportunity to pass upon that 
particular question directly. Mr. 
Roosevelt says: 

“Modern complexities call for a 
constant infusion of new blood in 
the courts. . . A number of 
states have recognized it by pro- 
viding in their constitutions for 
compulsory retirement of aged 
judges.” 

The issue is clear. If there is 
anything wrong with the life ten- 
ure clause by all means let us 
change it through an amendment 
to the federal constitution itself as 
we have done in the states. George 
Washington warned us_ against! 
“amendment” by. usurpation of} 
power and by subterfuge. There, 
can be no better way to preserve | 
our democratic processes than to'| 
let the people decide whether they | 
want the system of choosing jus- | 
tices of their courts ‘changed. | 

For, be it observed, Mr. Roose- | 
velt has not proposed a simple. 
change in the composition of the | 
supreme court. He has not follow- | 
ed established precedent whereby 
congress has assumed the right to 
specify definitely the number of 
justices who shall constitute the 
supreme court of the United 
States. 

What Mr. Roosevelt has done is 
to set up a theoretical number of 
judges for a theoretical set of cir- 
cumstances and to apply his plan 
to an existing situation in which 
his own administration has fared 
badly at the hands of the supreme 
court. Says Charles Warren, emi- 
nent historian, in his recognized 
work on the supreme court: 

“The real grievance felt by the 
court’s critics is not the number of 
justices who joined in setting aside 
the federal statute; it is rather the 
fact that the statute was set aside 
at all.” | 

He did raise his voice, how-| 
ever, to prevent an attempt at an | 
investigation proposed by Sena-) 
tor Couzens, of Michigan, into the | 
administration of the tax laws_ 
under Secretary of the Treasury | 
Mellon. Hughes wrote a secret, 
brief in which he expounded the | 
startling theory that congress had | 
no constitutional right to investi- | 
gate a department of the execu-| 
tive branch of the government, | 
and Harding sent the document to | 
Capitol Hill as a special message 
over his signature. Judging by the 
tax-evasion suits subsequently 
brought against Charles E. Mitch-| 
ell, Pierre S. du Pont, Thomas 8. 
Lamont and Mr. Mellon himself, 


Also it is established practice for 
the entire supreme court to par- 
ticipate in the rendering of de- 
cisions. How can it be averred that 
the addition of “new blood” or 
six more justices will accelerate 
the business of the court when the 
¢‘iginal nine must hear every case, 
too? Their pace still regulates the 
speed of the court. 

Again, under the bill he pro- 
poses, Mr. Rooseevit can appoint a 
man 69 years old and not until 
that justice serves ten years and 
reaches the age of 79 can another 
justice be appointed to. match him 
if he declines to retire. 

The President in his message to 
congress declared as his justifica- 
tion for increasing the size of the 
supreme court that private liti- 
gants are being denied a review by 
the high court in too many cases. 

But the advisers of Mr. Roose- 
velt responsible for such a state- 
ment gave the President a preju- 
diced interpretation of the situa- 
tion with respect to grants of re- 


rules governing supreme court ac- 
tion as to the type of cases in 
which reviews are granted are a 
matter of public record. They fol- 
low definite lines. 

Reviews are granted when a 


novel or unsettled principle is at 
stake. Refusal to grant a review 
has nothing to do with the merits 
of the case itself or the facts in 
controversy. It is presumed that 
the district court judges have had 
their errors or judgments review- 
ed by the United States circuit 
courts of appeals. That’s what 
these appellate courts were origi- 
nally established by congress to do. 

An examination’ of the record 
will show that the supreme court 
of the United States granted a re- 
view to the government or Depart- 
ment of Justice in 42 out of 64 
petitions filed by the government 
last year, which means that 65 per 
cent of the requests were granted 
—a relatively high average be- 
cause many new  constitutiona! 
questions arose. Mr. Roosevelt in 
his message did not refer to this 
extraordinary percentage, but 
dwelt instead on.the fact that pri-

This, however, is not strange be- 
cause, -out of all the many théu- 
sands of cases in our federal and 
state courts last year, only 867 
cases—government and private 
combined—were deemed by their 
own lawyers to be of sufficient 
merit to cause them to ask for a 
review by the supreme court of 
the United States.

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A NATIONAL ISSUE 

Governor Bibb Graves, of Alabama, strength- 
ens the argument for a readjustment of un- 
fair freight rates from which the south is now 
suffering in emphasizing that the issue is one 
that concerns the consumers of the entire na- 
tion, and is not a sectional matter in which 
shippers of the south alone are interested. He 
advanced this argument in addressing the con- 
ference of governors and commissioners held in 
Washington. 

The class and commodity rates now in ef- 
fect, discriminatory and unfair. to southern 
shippers as they are, work a definite injustice 
against those who buy in the markets of the 
entire nation. 

The southern producer must pay, under the 
present rates, 27 per cent more in freight 
charges for a shorter haul to market than the 
producer in New England pays to send his com- 
petitive goods to that same market. 

Those added dollars for transportation are, 
eventually, paid by the consumer. *The addi- 
tional charge must be added to the sale price, 
in one way or another. The differential comes 
out of the pocket of the buyer, whether he buys 
southern products or those of the east. 

The pending hearing before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for revision of southern 
freight rates thus becomes not alone a matter 
vitally concerning present and future indus- 
trial development in the south, but touching 
closely the pocketbooks of all who buy. 

High freight rates now extorted from south- 
ern shippers contribute their share to the rising 
cost of living. The consumers of the entire 
nation should back the south in its fight for 
the lifting of this inequitable tax upon its 
products, natural or manufactured. 


DESERVED RECOGNITION 

Nomination by President Roosevelt of Harry 
M. Woodring, of Kansas, as secretary of war 
is deserved recognition of the ability of a pub- 
lic servant who has been subjected to much 
undercover and undeserved criticism. 

As assistant secretary of war under the late 
Secretary George H. Dern, Woodring became 
the target for the shafts of a clique which 
apparently knew no limits to its animosity. He 
adopted the wise but difficult course of ignor- 
ing the sub rosa whisperings, though, in sev- 
eral cases, they fell little short of slander. 

Upon the death of his chief, Secretary Dern, 
he became acting secretary. He has filled his 
office with greater success, probably, than any 
other cabinet official, with the sole exception 
of Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 

For the first time in years, the secretary of 
war is now accessible to every officer in the 
army, be he general or be he humble lieuten- 
ant. Prior to the Woodring regime a clique of 
high-ranking officers had practically domi- 
nated the policies of the department. 

Prompt confirmation of the Woodring ap- 
pointment to the cabinet vacancy is expected 
in the senate, which will complete the de- 
served promotion of an official who has served 
his country splendidly.

_ The book-making racket is a po- 
litical concession to a few profes- 
Sional gamblers with strong po- 
litical connections, and it handles 
upward of 300 million dollars a 


year, of which the gamblers retain | 


at least 45 million for expenses and 
profit. The expenses are not to be 
estimated without access to the 
most intimate account books of the 
gamblers, but it is reasonable to 
assume that they are largely po- 
litical expenses, because nq, group 
can expect to obtain an exclusive 
state concession in a $300,000,000 
yearly business just for love. 

The gambling concession belongs 
to the state itself, and, if the pari- 
mutuel machines were adopted, it 
probably would yield more than 
enough to cover the $20,000,000 
deficit. 

The case is local to New York, 
but the calm, defiant nerve of the 
State legislature in “frisking the 
citizens for more money, while for- 
bearing to disturb the gamblers is 
more or less typical of state legis- 
latures. 

While public attention is con- 
centrated on Washington and na- 
tional affairs they meet in com- 
parative stealth, and the citizens 
do not know what has been’ done 
to them until the tax bills are due. 
However, the protection of the 
gambling racket by the New York 
legislature is a little more raw 
than most such jobs, because it is

Under the law adopted in Ohio and known 
as the motor vehicle accident law, 19 cents is 
set aside out of the amount paid for each 
automobile tag and placed in a fund to pro- 
vide for the hospitalization of indigent per- 
sons injured in traffic accidents. 

Hospitals all over the nation are faced with 
a serious and growing problem in caring for 
victims of traffic accidents. Many are stran- 
gers in the communities where they receive 
their injuries and a majority of them, prob- 
ably, are people who are financially unable to 
pay hospital bills. In such circumstances, when 
humanity demands that they be given hospi- 
talization, they must either be accepted as 
charity patients or the hospital must ultimate- 
ly place them in that category when all efforts 
to collect the bills have failed. 

Under the Ohio law the state pays the hos- 
pitalization cost on a basis figured from the 
annual reports of costs which each hospital 
files with the department of health. The state 
pays when it is shown that the patient can- 
not himself pay within 90 days after his dis- 
charge from the hospital or when it is shown 
that a court judgment would be unavailing be- 
cause of the defendant’s lack of property. 

Employes injured while subject to benefits 
under the workmen’s compensation act, either 
of Ohio or other states; are excluded from the 
benefits of the hospitalization law. 

That all states will, sooner or later, have to 
follow the Ohio plan or some similar method,

EDUCATION IN PEACE | 
(From the Baltimore Sun.) > 

It is deplorable, but true, that the average 
American takes very little interest in foreign af- 
fairs, or even in the foreign policies and activi- 
ties of his own government. The World War, of 
course, awakened in this country a decided in- 
terest in Europe and the outside world, but after 
1918 the American people tended to fall back into 
their old ways, to be concerned only with their 
own immédiate affairs, to take refuge in seem- 
ingly resplendent isolationism, which they felt 
would secure them against the wars and animosi- 
ties of other nations. 

That this attitude is grossly fallacious need 
hardly be argued here. It is not by isolation, by 
remaining aloof and ignorant of what is going on 
in the world about us, that we are going to es- 
cape the troubles that beset our neighbors. It is 
not peace, but war, that feeds upon lack of un- 
derstanding. By seeking to understand not only 
our own foreign problems but also the problems 
of foreign nations we help to promote peace. This 
understanding can be had through inquiry and 
discussion, by education of a sort that will help. 
to remove the misunderstandings that block the 
path to peace. 

Unhappily, this necessary education has been 
slow in developing in the United States. Never- 
theless, it has been developing, assisted by vari- 
ous forces and groups, including notably such 
organizations as the Foreign Policy Association. 
One may say, indeed, that the growth of this 
society which is neither a partisan body nor a 
propaganda agency, but is devoted solely to the 
task of disseminating accurate information con- 
cerning foreign affairs, is one of the most en- 
nN Ah signs on the international horizon 
today.

JOHN G. POLLARD, 66,

Former Governor of Virginia 
Had Been Ill for Some 
Time. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—(P) 
John Garland Pollard, former 
governor of Virginia, died early 
today of bronchial pneumonia. He 
was 66 years old. 

Pollard, chairman of the board 
of appeals of the veterans’ admin- 


istration, had been ill for some 
time. 

His term as governor of Vir-| 
ginia ran from 1930 to 1934. Pre- 
viously he had served as dean of 
the school of government and citi- 
zenship at William and Mary Col- 
lege.

A restriction on the liquid in- 
take with the meals accomplishes 
three things: It decreases the ap- 
petite, the capacity, and the temp- 
tation to wash down food with 
large swallows of water. Taken at 
the beginning of the meal, a drink 
of water stimulates the digestive 
juices and encourages the ap- 
petite—which needs no encourage- 
ment! The overweight person who 
takes an excess of liquid with the 
meals almost invariably takes an 
excess of food. Water or any other 
beverage taken at the end of the 
meal remains in the stomach and 
distends this organ. 


Drink water between meals, 
when it can be rapidly absorbed. 
Because of the increase in waste 
material during the process of re- 
ducing, you should have plenty of 
water. Try to drink seven or eight 
glasses daily—but drink it be- 
tween meals.

The second misstep by the aver- 
age dieter is in the use of salt. It 
has been estimated that most peo- 
ple use around 72 pounds of salt 
annually. You actually need two 
pounds. Excess salt blocks weight 
loss by increasing the retention of 
fluid in the tissues and, unimpor- 
tant as it may seem, salt can be 
one of the most aggravating fac- 
tors in the prevention of weight 
loss. 

The habit of salting seems to 
grow on one. Confirmed salters 
wield the shaker first and taste 
afterward. They like salt on grape- 
fruit, bananas, apples, melons— 
and practically anything edible. 
Salting is a good habit for the re- 
ducer to break, and the use of less 
salt will help you to acquire a 
taste for less. 

Aside from being a highly con- 
centrated food, sugar stimulates 
thirst and thus in an indirect way 
tends to retain fluid in the tis- 
sues. Of course, you need some 
sugar, but this does not mean 
sprinkling it on everything you 
eat. The amount of carbohydrate 
necessary to burn the fat is in- 
cluded in the fruits, vegetables,

Later laws passed in Great Britain 
were designed to end all full-time 
labor of children under 14 years 
of age.
